jority of cases of 
t h i s description, 
the disturbance is 
the result of in­ 
fection of the fe-

m ale urinary tract (p y elitis). Since 
there 
are 
certain 
precautions 
a 
m other 
can 
take 
to 
av oid 
this 
alarm ing condition that m ay hav e 
serious consequences in later life. 
I offer the following explanation of 
the problem with sug g estions for its 
prev ention. 
The fem ale uretha is quite short 
and exceeding ly v ulnerable to the 
secretions and excretions of adja­ 
cent cav ities. In the case of con­ 
tam ination from the rectum a m e­ 
nag erie of bacteria is let loose And 
m ost especially colon bacilli, strep­ 
tococci and staphy lococci. 
Now when the baby is tig htly dia­ 
pered, these secretions, excretion* 
and their accom pany ing m enag erie 
of bacteria m ay be rubbed into the 
opening . 
E ntrance of all this contam inated 
m aterial also is fav ored by errors 
in hy g iene, L eav ing a soiled diaper 
on too long . Or cleansing with a 
back-to-front 
m otion 
instead 
of 
aw ay from the opening. 
Here are som e of the precautions 
y ou m ay take to prev ent attacks of 
py eliti# in the fem ale infant: 
Do not apply the diaper too tig ht. 
Indeed, if the child has had a prev ­ 
ious attack, consider om itting the 
diaper entirely . 
R eplace the diaper as soon as it's 
soiled if it's at all possible. 
C ean se the soiled area AWAY 
from the urethral opening at all 
tim es 
If a specim en is required g ently 
cleanse the m eatus with a cotton 
ball, soaked in prev iously boiled 
w ater, and w ait patiently until y ou 
can collect a relativ ely uncontami*

Some slugs bear gouges in their 
tips. These are the “ dum-dums,” 


scored to produce a large, splatter­ 
ing wound in the v ictim. 
The custodian of the coroner’s 
v ault, Richard Tamburrino, said 
he has learned some gangland lore 
on his job, A fav orite trick of gun­ 
men, he said, was to rub garlic on 
a bullet. If the bullet alone didn't 
do the job, the interaction of garlic 
juice and lead formed a lethal poi­ 
son.
